was so thick that Mr. Seeley 
found the flies circulating among1 


the branches all over the trees. 
A colony was liberated about a 
year ago, and nothing was 
heard ol the lot till M.-. Payne 
reported at the last inspector's 
meeting that the pepper trees 
were literally alive with the in- 
sects, and one of the commission- 
ers went to Monrovia a few days 
ago to investigate.

DOWN THE COLORADO IN A ROW 


BOAT. 


The Adventure* of • Quartet of Co- 


vina Ratctiera. 


H. M. Houser, T. E. Finch. A, R. 


Evans and Stewart Carhart returned 
Friday evening of last week from a 
voyage down the Colorado River in a 
row bolt from Needles to 
Yuma, a 


distance of .VJO miles. 
The entire trip 


was one 
round of pleasure and ad- 


venture, being entirely free from mis- 
hap or accident, to mar the journey, 
which so often befalls those who un- 
dertake to navigate the treacherous 
water of this, the third larges'. river in 
America. 


The scenery was varied, at times 


grand and romantic, an the little boat, 
with its h u m a n freight, was whirled 
through narrow gorges with perpen- 
dicular cliffs on each side, hundreds of 
feet high, and in places the river is 
broad and prosaic, 
each side being 


vast stretches of uninteresting desert 
land, which, however, by the applica- 
tion of water would bloom as a ;ose 
garden in Covina. 


There are two distinct por'.ions of 


the basin of the Colorado, a de.sort 
portioti below and a plateau above. 
The lower part or desert portion of the 
basin is but a little nbove the level of 
the sea, though here and there, ranges 
of mountain-; rise to an altitude of 
from .Vtr;o lo f.<KK) foet. 
This part of 


the valley is bounded on the noatheast 
by a line of clilTs which present a 
bold, often vertical step, hundreds of 
feet rb the table lands above. 
On the 


California side a vast desert .stretches 
wcs'wnrd, past the head of the Gulf of 
California nearly to the shores of the 
Pacific. 


On the Arizona side of the river, 


desert plains are interrupted by desert 
mountains.

The low desert, with its 


desolate mountains, which has thus 
been described, is plainly separated 
from the upper region of the plateau 
by the Magollon Escarpment, which, 
beginning in the Sierra Mad re of New 
Mexico, extend northwestward across 
the Colorado far into Utah. 


The rise of this escarpment varies 


from 3000 to more 
than 
4000 feet. 


The step from the lowlands to the 
highlands, which is here called the 
Magollon Escarpment, is not a simple 
line of cliffs, but is a complicated and 
irregular 
facale 
presented 
to the 


Southwest. 


The high region on the east, north 


and west, is set with ranges of snow- 
clad mountains attaining an altitude 
above the sea varying from 8000 to 
14000 feet. 
A'l 
winter long snow 


falls on these mountain crested rims, 
half burying the forests, and covering 
the crags and peaks with a mantal 
woven by the winds from the waves 
of the sea. When the summer comes 
this 
snow 
melts 
and 
tumbles 


down the mountain sides in millions 
of cascades. 
A millioa cascade brooks 


unite to form

thousand torrent 


creeks, a 
thousand 
torrent creeks 


unite to form half-a-hundred river*, 
besot with cataracts; half-a-hundred 
roaring rivers unite to form the Colo- 
rado which rolls, a mad turbid stream, 
into the Gulf or California.

Purpose of Forest Reserves

States, Prof. Clifford Piiichot, thus 
defines the purpose of forest reserves: 


"1 am not a preserver of trees. I 


am a cutter down of trees. It is the 
essence of forestry to have trees har- 
vested whei) they areripo and followed 
by successive crops. The human race 
is not destroyed 
because the indi-

Everybody must 
die, 


t>ut the race will live, bo every tree 
must die, but the forest will be ex- 
tended and multiplied. 
It by no 


means follows that the land shall be 
denuded, 60 that the character of the 
watershed shall be altered, with re- 
sultin^.injury to streams and to agri- 
cultural lands dependent upon them."

Raising Hogs on Alfalfa 


In the course of a lengthy account 


of careful experiments made by O. 
H. Payne JJon his farms at North 
Platte and Lexington.Neb., iu raising 
hogs on alfalfa he says: 


These hogs were fed one pound of 


ground wheat and corn each day and 
alfalfa pasture. This is considered 
the best gain of all the experiments, 
eight-tenths of a pound a day being 
considered a very large gain with such 
a small grain ration, and the grain 
being wheat and corn. These bogs 
were in excellent flesh, and took very 
heartily 
to 
alfalfa 
pasture. 
The 


small ration of grain immod went 
direct to 
gain, almost pound for 


pound. 


It is guimrally conceded 
flint it 


takes from four and one-halt' to six 
pounds of grain to make ono good 
pound of 
pork. 
The 
experiments 


above prove beyond all questiou of a 
doubt that a gain a? ono pound of 
pork can be made with from 
OLIO to 


two pounds of grain and such nlfnlfa 
pasture as a hog will eat. 


First, we do not believe hogs will 


thrive on alfalfa hay alone, nor do we 
think it pays to expect young pigs 
are going to do well on alfalfa pasture 
only. 


Second, we do believe that you can 


turn shoats on an alfalfa pasture iu 
the spring and with one .pound of 
corn for each head a day make a gain 
of from one-half to three-quarters o"! 
a pound a day, or from 125 to 150 
pounds during the six months of 
grazing season, which is making pork 
at a low cost.

ican dollars have been exported from 
the inlands and nono bus been im- 
ported.

The 
following opinion which has 


just been handed down by the Dis- 
trict Attorney should set at rest the 
controversy now existing as to wheth- 
er, or not, in the division of the Lower 
Azusa School District, the part sever- 
ed for the purpose of being placed in 
another district, would be still liable 
for their share of the bonds outstand- 
ing:
